Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-13 and 15-39 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art made of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the claimed 
invention. Specifically, the prior art fails to teach, in combination with the remaining 
elements: 

the method, apparatus and system for navigating within a GUI comprising one or 
more keyboard shortcuts having at least one key, each keyboard shortcut specifying an 
action to perform within a GUI which is executed upon input of each key in the keyboard 
shortcut and at least one key corresponding to a semantically-meaningful hyperlink 
within Web content wherein at least one of the one or more keyboard shortcuts causes 
scrolling of the Web content to occur and fetching of additional Web content when 
scrolling reaches a predetermined location in the Web content as recited in claims 1, 9, 
19, 20, 29 and 39. 

Although Spisak and Internet Explorer teach a substantial amount of the claimed 
matters, Spisak and Internet Explorer fail to anticipate or render the above limitations 
obvious.
